What a timely question, Ben! 


I'll be moving from Central Islip, NY to Landrum, SC next July so I'll be 
facing some concerns about moving all my boatanchors to my house there. I 
have some ideas how I'll do it: I think I'll load them myself on the mover's 
van, individually wrapped in bubble wrap. Each layer of boatanchors (rows of 
similar size) then will be buffered with a couple of quilted movers' pads. 
On top of that, another row of boatanchors. Smaller pieces (like my Drake 
collection) I'll put bubble-wrapped in inexpensive stackable plastic 
storage boxes which are available in many chain stores. The bottom row of 
course is going to be the heavier items, which are the transmitters, such as 
the Heathkit Apache, Marauder, DX-100B, B&W 5100B, the Collins 32V2, etc. As 
much as it may be a hard, backbreaking job, I'd still feel more comfortable 
loading everything myself. After the boatanchor stuff is loaded, I'll strap 
it, stack a few mattresses vertically behind the stack of radios, and then 
load the household stuff boxes and furniture. 

As long as we're on this thread, does anyone have any other suggestions, as 
also requested by Ben KD5BYB ?

Ben - I just moved from Indiana to Massachusetts with my boat anchor 
collection. I had the same worries, but everything went OK after I sat 
down 

with the "driver", who acts like the captain of the whole move, and 
explained 

the critical issues of packing radios. In particular to make sure that 
the 

front panel and its fragile knobs are spaced away from the box sides and 


supported such that the knobs won't have any pressure exerted on them. 
Also 

to not tape to the finish of the radio and to be sure to mark the box so 
that 

it will be in a safe spot on the truck. He also marked the boxes with 
specific - no pressure here - markings at critical spots. This resulted 
ina 

safe, successful move. 


In my case, I had the whole truck filled, so once the radios were loaded 
they 

weren't handled again until the truck was unpacked at my house and the 
radios 

carried into the new shack. 


So to summarize my advice - Have the person ultimately responsible do 
the 

packing themself or personally supervise the job, don't let the folks 
who know 

how to pack crystal pack your radios. - Be sure to protect the knobs, 
this is 

where 90% of problems occur. - And be sure that they are on the truck 
where 

they will travel safely. - All the insurance in the world won't replace 
a rare 

radio.

Hi Ben, 

I moved £m CA to NC 2-1/2 yrs ago, with several BA's. I did all the 
packing of eqpt & household goods, as this was the first move in my life 
(of 8 or so) that wasn't paid for by "the co.", and also the first one with 
significant BA's. I was retiring, back to NC. 

I moved: R-388, HT-32, HT-32A, SX-101, HT-33A, HB pr 4-400's amp, and 
a few other smaller items, incl Drakes, etc. 

For the big ones, I used a double walled "dishpack" container for each, 
and wrapped each with bedding - blankets, bedspreads, etc. Got each unit 
well surrounded and padded, put padding in the bottom of each box, and slid 
the unit in. More padding on the top. (each was actually "inserted" with 
the box laid down) There was plenty of padding space in the dishpacks. I 
labeled all, allowed them to be packed up-ended, but watched that they 
weren't on top of each other or anything threatening was above them. I 
watched as they were loaded and unloaded, directed where they were to go, 
etc. (those guys didn't really enjoy carrying the heavy weights upstairs). 

At the receiving end, I talked with each of the unloaders when they 
arrived (after briefing the driver), gave them each $10 to start, and said 
if I was happy, and the driver was happy, when they finished, there'd be 
another 10 for each. 

I didn't have any problem with any of the eqpt. Oh-yes, I also had 
them move my tower, a US Tower MARB-55, abt 650 lbs worth. I had prepared 
it by crating the hoist assembly similarly to how the factory had shipped 
it, and provided a "pedestal" at the end so it could be roughly horizontal, 
about 23 ft long. At the shipping end, it was already moved into the front 
yard when the movers arrived (thanks to Livermore Klub members). At the 
receiving end, those 3 guys moved it into the back yard & positioned it 
where it needed to be for erection when I got the foundation ready. I 
think that extra weight, which I declared separately, was only a few $100, 
don't remember exactly, but a lot less than the loss I would take selling 
it out there & buying something similar here. 

I know you've got a neat collection of BA's & heavy iron. I'll be 
watching your postings, & wishing I was close enuf for pickup ;-) 

Good luck.

Growing up in landlocked Nebraska, I was always intrigued by the marine 
radiotelephone rigs I'd see in the catalogs. They used freqs around 2 Mhz - 
including the 2182 distress channel - and I'd occasionally hear signals 
there while SWL'ing. 


So I couldn't resist this Sonar 75A, which looks to be in unused condition. 


With tubes in the high level RF stages and solid state receiver and 
modulator, I'm guessing it came out near the end of the HF marine service, 
maybe that's why it's still mint. Six channels, crystal controlled tx and 
rx, plus BC band receive, which works well. Built-in antenna coupler. 


I'm guessing that it lacks the L for 160, but I sure would be slick to put 
on 75 meters...has anyone tried such a conversion? Any suggestions, ora 
manual/schematic would be helpful. With 3885 rocks it could make a one-box 
mobile/portable AM rig!

I had to move my junque 400 miles so I let the moving company have the 
"consumables" and I rented a bobtail truck and a heap of moving blankets, 
hired a strong back and loaded and unloaded the stuff myself. That was the 
fear I was working under then. Now I don't want to go through it again. 

At greater expense, I think you can get the moving company to do a good job 
if you first discuss it with them and then be on hand for the packing and 
loading and unloading of the truck. Liberal use of moving blankets goes a 
long way to protect things, make sure they bring plenty. Hope this helps.

Ben, 


3 1/2 years ago I moved from Austin, TX to Minnesota. Included were 35 
National receivers, a heavy 6' rack, several pieces a Johnson gear, 
military surplus equipment, parts and my "bone pile". My radio stuff was 
all going into the basement in Minnesota. 


For the most part everything went fine. 

A few pointers to maximize success: 

- Unload/sell/give away stuff before hand. No need to move the really 
junky stuff. I had a for sale/free table in my garage for a week before 
the move. Local club members stopped by and carted away my "trailings". 
The curb works fine also. Set it on the curb and "drivers by" help 


themselves. 


- Have multiple mover companies come through and discuss with each how 
they would handle the equipment. 


- Discuss with the packers the equipment when they arrive. (Mine ended 
up being packed in heavy dish pack boxes because they, since they were 
heavy, would be riding on the bottom of the load. The boxes need to 
support the stuff on top of them while still protecting the radios. 
Typically two radios packed per box) 


- Personally supervise the packing and mark each box with contents. 


- Discuss the boatanchors with the driver when he arrives to load the 
truck. 


- Have your home ready to move into at the destination so that the move 
is roll-on/roll-off with no storage in between. 


- Tip liberally 


- Identify/pack/move the top 1% of your collection yourself. My bug 
collection and my Johnson Valiant went into the back of the car. 


- Sort the room for the packers so that stuff that goes together is 
sitting together. (ie the coils for the HRO get packed with the HRO.) 


A few comments: 


- The parts were a problem. Shelves of transformers, coils and 


capacitors took a long time to sort out. 


- The most heartburn was watching the stuff come off the truck. Imagine 
heavy dish packs two high on a hand truck coming down a ramp. One load
